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Grants help students avoid AODA issues

MADISON — School districts throughout Wisconsin are sharing approximately $950,000 in competitive grants that
will help reduce or prevent the use of alcohol, tobacco, and other drugs among students.

“Y outh access to alcohol, tobacco, and illegal drugs has always been exceptionally dangerous for the
developing brain and body,” said State Superintendent Tony Evers. “It's common sense to provide educational
programming, funded from the penalty surcharge for traffic fines and forfeitures, to help our students avoid
substance use and abuse that can impair their education.”

The Alcohol and Other Drug Abuse (AODA) Program grants provide funding to teach skills and supply
information aimed at preventing alcohol and illegal drug use. Both individual school districts and five consortium
projects, in which clusters of neighboring schools will work together, received competitive grant awards. The state-
funded grants totaled $946,047 and went to 53 projects serving studentsin 87 Wisconsin school districts.

Many of the projects receiving AODA grant funding provide a comprehensive approach to prevent or
eliminate the use of alcohol and illegal drugs among students, using multiple strategies and linking resources from
home, community agencies, and the school. Grants may be renewed for one additional year of funding through the
2014-2015 school year.

“The 2011 Wisconsin Y outh Risk Behavior Survey shows that we are making some progress on stemming
substance use and abuse among students,” Evers added.

The 2011 Y outh Risk Behavior Survey reported that tobacco use is down from 2007. Currently, nearly one
out of seven high school studentsin Wisconsin use tobacco, compared to onein five in 2007. Alcohol useisalso
down about 10 percent from 2007, though 39 percent of students report using alcohol and 24 percent report binge
drinking (down 8 percent from 2007). Survey data show drug offers at school are down 2 percent from 2007. In the
2011 report, just over one out of five high school students (21 percent) said that they receive drug offers at school.

Marijuana use persists at 22 percent of studentsin the 2011 survey, up 2 percent compared to 2007.
